interview. He pointed to its rough 
beginnings, three vertical pipes welded 
together and several cut sheets of metal 
that will be the fan 
1 imagine it will take me six months 

to really complete it. It's something you 
really can't force,” he said, noting that 
he still hadn't decided how it will work or 
what it will look like when finished 

If it proves to be a success, he plans to 
reconstruct his wind fountain using 
copper, brass and other more expensive 
metals 

Ortin has been interested in art since 
his childhood. While a student in 
landscape architecture at California 
State Polytechnic University, Pomona, 
he became interested in welding and 
even took a Class in it 

When he recently traded a landscaping 
plan for an oxy-acetylene welding torch, 
his interest in metal sculpture became a 
hobby 

He first used his torch to make 
mufflers for his son's trail bike and the 
English motoreycle he is restoring 

His first fish was patterned after a 
picture of a fossil he found in a ‘National 
Geographic” magazine 

I've seen metal sculpture sold, but 

I've never seen these fish before. It 
seems to me that most metal sculpture 
is either refined metal art of junk I 
think this is a kind of junk refined into 
art 

Welding is not a difficult skill to learn 
according to Ortin. 1 would recommend 
that if anyone wanted to start, they 
should take one of our night school 
courses, Chaffey Coilege has an 
excellent course in welding 

The cost of the hobby is “pretty 
minimal,” according to Ortin, “About 
$200 and a little time to look for stuff 

Ortin found all the metal rebar and 
metal pieces in an abandoned lot nearby 
It's scrap metal, the kind most people 
would have no use for 

He said he has enough scrap metal to 
make two more fish, When they are 
finished, he'll start looking for more 

So far, Ortin hasn't sold any of his 
creations, although he might in the 
future. He gives most of it away to 
friends 


Ortin, 40, has been working in the West 
End since 1964 when he went into private 
practice out of his home in Cucamonga 
He has been working as a landscape 
architect out of his downtown Upland 
office for the last one and one-half years 

A fifth generation native of California, 
he grew up in the San Fernando Valley 

His children include daughters 
Christy, 16, a senior at Alta Loma High 
School, and Keely, 15, a junior and son 
Brent, 14, a freshman
